Just because -For the last two 
years the CDO has been totally non-gperative. I -F events like this keeps up, 
where will this hobby be in another -Five years? I don't believe that the new 
blood generated through personal contacts is enough to keep up with the 
drop— out rate.

Ti»e Constitution 
of the 

Canadian Diplomacy Organization 



I. Central 

The Canadian Diplomacy Organization (COO) exists to provide certain services to the 
Canadian Diplomacy hobby. From the beginning. It has tried to avoid the political infighting 
that has destroyed many previous hobby institutions. 

Every person who subscribes to a C.madian Diplomacy 'zine is a CDO member. The CDO has no 
membership lees and it is not affiliated with any other hobby organizations. 

7. Elective Offices 

There are three elective officest the Coordinator and two other members of the executive 
committee. To be nominated for art elective office, a person must be a CDO member and a 
Canadian resident. No person may hold or be nominated for more than one elective position at 
a time. (There are no restrictions on who may hold non-elective offices.) 

2.1 The Coordlruitor 

Within the limits of the constitution, the Coordinator may take action on behalf of the CDO. 
Where possible, he should obtain the agreement of the other executive committee members on 
Important decisions. The Coordinator can, and probably should, appoint rton-elective officers 
to perform certain specific functions on behalf of the CDO- Three important positions which 
have existed In the past are Orphaned Games Officer, Ombudsman, and Novice Director. The 
Coordinator may appoint and replace non-elective officers, create new non-elective offices, 
and change the powers of existing non-elective offices. He may overrule any decision made by 
a non-elective officer. (This is a power which he should use seldom, if ever. Officers cannot 
function effectively If their power Is continually undermined.) 

7J2 The Executive Committee 

Any decision made by any officer (Including the Coordinator) may be overruled by two 
members of the executive committee. If one member of the executive committee is not 
properly fulfilling his duties, or (s unlikely to be able to fulfil his duties properly in the future, 
the other two members may appoint a replacement for part or all of his term of office. Two 
members of the executive committee may make any decision which could ordinarily be made 
by the Coordinator. 

All members of the executive committee are expected to keep in touch with the mainstream 
of the Canadian Diplomacy hobby. The main function of the executive committee is to act as a 
check on the Coordinator, overruling any bad decisions and, if necessary, replacing him. 

3. Elections 

The Coordinator shall be elected every two years. The other two committee members shall be 
elected In alternate years (each having a two-year term of office). For every election or 
plebiscite, the Coordinator shall appoint a returning officer. The returning officer must not be 
a candidate in the election. Nominations must be sent to the returning officer. To be a 
candidate a person must be eligible (see section 21, must agree to run, and must be nominated 
by one other CDO member. Every CDO member may vote in an election or plebiscite. 

3.1 First Terms of Office 

In order to initialize the terms of office of the executive, whoever is Coordinator at the end of 
19S3 under the terms of the previous constitution will remain in office until the end of l?S1 
when he must stand for re-election. As won as possible after the adoption of this constitution, 
the Coordinator will appoint a returning officer to accept nominations and hold an election to 
fill the other two executive offices. These two officers must stand for re-election at the end 
of 1^83. (A term of office will normally be considered to be from January 1st until Decctnbcr 
31st of the following year. Elections will normally be held during the Fait months.) 

Amendments 

Any executive committee member mny propose that a plebiscite be held to amend this 
constitution. This plebiscite may, or may not, be held in conjunction with an election. To have 
effect, a constitutional amendment must be approved by of the legal votes cast in a 

plebiscite. The plebiscite must be preceded by a sufficient length of time for the opposition to 
voice thrir opinions.

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Munich bans Joplin ballet

THE Royal Ballet's chief 
choreographer, Sir Kenneth Mac- 
Millan, vowed last week that he 
would never allow his work to be 
performed at the Bavarian State 
Opera in Munich again. 

He took his decision after hear- 
ing that its orchestra has won the 
right not to play his ballet Elite 
Syncopations, under a law passed 
by the Nazi regime in 1937 which 
holds that no German can be 
compelled to play music written by 
a black man. Most of the music in 
Elite Syncopations is by the 
American ragtime composer Scott 
Joplin. 

Sir Kenneth was only told about 
the legal action taken by the 
Munich musicians when the Ba- 
varian State Opera Ballet Com- 
pany's director, Ms Claudie 
Algeranova, asked him if he would 
consider bringing a new work to 
Munich. 

When he pressed her about why 
there had been problems with 
Elite Syncopations — his most 
successful work — Ms Algeranova 
admitted that the musicians had 
objected to playing the piece, and 



their claim had been upheld in 
court. Sir Kenneth said. 

"I am appalled. I think the 
Opera House is appalled. Once I 
found out, I said I could never go 
back. I could never work in a place 
like that," he added. 

Elite Syncopations, which is set 
in a sleazy dance hall and has a full 
band on stage, was first performed 
in the Munich Opera House six 
years ago. But there were soon 
problems with the orchestra. The 
musicians objected to appearing on 
the set in costume. 

"Last year the ballet company 
rang me to ask if I would give my 
permission for the music to be 
performed by two pianists instead 
of the orchestra," Sir Kenneth 
said. 

He did, but was not told at the 
time that the orchestra was suing 
the ballet company. "It now turns 
out that the judge upheld their 
claim under the 1937 law. and the 
musicians got huge compensation." 

Performances of Elite Syncopa- 
tions at the Bavarian State Opera 
House have staggered on with two 
pianos and a missing orchestra.

Should gove rnments give in to the demands of terrorists 
holding hostages? Loes the expression " That depends" qualify as 
a suitable answer. Because in truth it does depend on circumstances. 
There xs a significant difference between a ~rou^ holding hostages 
in an isolated building or an airplane or a ship, and between 
hostages held m the middle of a city, the population of which 

is friendly to, or at least not hostile to, the hostage takers - 
In the first circumstance, military force can be brought to bear 
successfully by competent leaders. Witness 5nteboe ana Mogadishu. 
On the other hand, the current hostages in Beirut, and the Iran 
hostages were m a situation where military options ccuid not be 
carried out effectively. Had the ^.nerican rescue force reached 
Tehran m 198C, they might very well have been cur to shreds, be- 
cause of the sheer number of people who were hostile to their ainis . 

In the circumstances where the military option is not 
viable , and that is increasingly the case, negotiation of sorr.e 
sort is necessary, it ridiculous to say "'Ve do not deal with 

terrorists" when sc.ce of your people h.-ve been held for over two 
ye_rs ■ if you care aoout innocents then you have tc negotiate and 
jia^c a let. 1 especially if they are fro.n your own country, and you 
face politics: 1 pressure. You can't appeal to the humanity cf the 
terrorists, because by definition th~se are people dedicated to 
a political cause an- humanity really do-s not ta.-ce precedence 
over their politic, x aims ♦ So you have to -a — e the best de;-.l that 
ycu can and get your people out, regardless of the cost, if only 
btrcau.= e you are seen to be superior to t;iooe wuc took the h.c~. tages 
in your re go id far innocents .

Lenin should know, his alder brother, an anarchist, was 
executed bv the Tsarist Government for his participation in a bomb throwing 
incident that blasted a Romanov tyrant to smithereens, during the latter part 
cf the last century. 

For decades during the last century and the early 1900' s, Russian 
anarchists conducted continuous, individual and collective acts of terror 
against the oppressive Tsarist Governments. But it wasn't the anarchist that 
eventually toppled the the three hundred vears old Romanov Dynasty ' 

Terrorist nave been waging war against Israel for the past thirty years, 
,et that particular state has survived. IRA terrorism has not altered the 
British stand with regard to the six counties. During the 1920' s. the 



Trotsky i sts embarked on a ounative campaign of terror within the borders ot" 
the, then, new Soviet State, yet the Soviet State survives. < (4) ) 

The tehrorist .activities waged by the Stern Gang and their associates in 
Palestine, played little or no part in the British giving up their mandate. 
Rather it was pressure -From the United Nations, the Governments of the United 
States and the Soviet Union, plus world opinion in general, coupled with the 
-fact, the British, weary -from nearly six years of war were anxious to 
relinquish their role at world policeman. 

The right wing EOKfl (Union With Greece) . realized only part af their 
aspirations when the Britsh left Cyprus, but it's ultimate dream and ambition, 
union with Greece, never material ized. 

During comparative recent history, it is doubtful terrorists have ever 
achieved their objectives. In some cases, perhaps these objectives have 
evenual iy been achieved by other methods, polictical pressure or by groups 
other than terrorist, but not by the actual acts o-F terror! 

I do not deny harsh and tough methods have to be applied against terrorists 
in the vast majority of instances. Negotiations, whilst they must be attempted

No government offical, politician, police chief or army commander has the 
right to ignore the plight and fears of these innocent souls, in order he may 
become some kind of hero, by proxy of course. t (7) )

that would like to exchange themselves for the hostages but the 
terrorists won't even consider it since having innocent victims 
hostage is their only card and they are not going to give it away.

It occurs to me, that at some point through this CDO 
co-ordinator challenge /election , one of the candidates 
should take a stand on issues. 
This point has been brought to the fore by Francois 
Cuerrier in Passchendaele and Robert Acheson in The Canadian Diploma t . 
Good for them. I appreciate their concern in attempting to give the hobby 
at large an insight into motivations or at least platforms and ideas of the 
candidates, Alan Stewart & myself. 

There is one wee problem with this, in this particular election. The 
Canadian segment of the "Diplomacy" hobby has no problems that require 
"taking a stand on". Because it, the CDO, is not particularly well known, 
it must be doing. its mandate well or not at all. For me, this is what is 
to be found out. This is an observation of mine which doesn't address the 
question raised by Acheson & Cuerrier. 

I have thought long and hard on this issue of taking a stand on issues , 
and I've come to the conclussion that - To stand on an issue in a hobby that 
is made up of such a diverse group of people, with such a diverse economic, 
educational and even, emotional backgrounds, would be akin to standing on 
marbles. As I am not that athletic or inclined to gymnastics of a physical 
or mental nature, the issue of taking a stand on issues will have to be 
observed from a more relaxed and less taxing position of sitting on the fence. 

(As I do, do a lot of rail-sitting or rattlin' in the BackStretch kitchen, 
I feel more comfortable in that position. ) 

I will throw a few observations at you though. My erstwhile opponent 
and very capable candidate, Alan Stewart, has said very little on this 
subject himself. As editor /publisher of the hobby forum zine Praxis , it 
would seem to me that such an important topic as 'standing on issues' would 
have been discussed at length in his zine. 
But nothing. Not a dot or diddle. 

This leads me to believe that those good gentlemen, Robert Acheson and 
Francois Cuerrier, are trying to raise a none issue in this election. Now, 
what with all the serious problems that have to be dealt with and the various 
personal speaking commitments that have to be met, I'm sure Alan and myself 
have no time, NO, just can't be bothered with such trivial tripe.

in a hobby like this ( as any issue should be dealt with 
at length in Praxis ) 

point 3) I've made a CDO comment, where ' s Stewart's? 

point 4 ) I will now prepare my election winning speach to be given 
at CAN-CON ' 88 along with a special appearance by Brux 
Linsey who will announce the results of the Runestone Poll. 

point 5) Before the Canadian hobby accountants, McMaster & McKee , 
write to tell me that there are more than 3 points here, 
yes, I know already. That's what would make me good for 
the co-ordinator ' s position, the growth aspect. 



This is an anniversary issue - 1 year. It occurs to me that what with a 
years growth behind me, I should concern myself with natural replent ishment 
of the literary fields so I can have another productive year. 
So, let's take the tractor & spreader and go disperse a goodly amount of 
genuine b.s. from the manure-pile and let nature take her course.

It seems 
we're filling the spreader up fast right here so let's get over too the . . . 




You will recall that we were 
leaning out the window of the 
docker's stand discussing a few things with Brent McKee , last issue. Now 
Brent got off on a tangent, nothing at all to do with horse racing, but 
never mind, he said he'd rectify that this issue. 

Well, between issues Mr. McKee had his chance to expound upon some in- 
sight or incident that he had experienced with ' EQUUS ' , unfortunately the 
Backs t retch security did a check on his credentials and hauled him quite 
unceremoniously out of here.

For, everytime that Gord Be Good, 
the gelding, kicked Maple Spur in the head, the mighty Spur would kick out 
at anything behind him and that was me.
